A SCENE IN BAGDAD. 

The .-iiver voices *»f th»* muezzins have chanted 
forth the ozzan, md every good mussultn 
obeyed the summons. The sun had just risen 
; upon the city. All Bagdad is at prayer. The 
calif himself, in the sacred character of chief 
liman, conducts the holy riles, and devotion swell 
in the bosom of Ins subjects, as they listen to the 
voice of their pilgrim mouaich. The duties 01 
the religion are performed, and the mo-ques aie 
degerldd.

THOUGHTS ON SLEETING AT ART

As most persons 111 health pass from a fourth to 
a third of their lime in bed, it is a matter of mine 
moment to provide that these hours shall -re so 
passed, as to contribute in the Ingnest degree to 
lelreslnnent, health and comfort. For this end, 

1 suggest the following rules; 

I . A chamber should be large. The circum- 
stance is absolutely necessary to insure the purity 
of the atmosphere. 1 1 is calculated that the lungs 
of a well formed healthy person, emit nearly a 
cubic foot of carbonic gas, every hour.. 'lire 
quantity of this poisonous air, therefore, eliminat- 
ed during 6 hours, requires large space for its due 
1 diffusion in Older to render it obnoxious. Four 
(thousand cubic feel aie little enough for a sleep- 
ling room. The particular dimensions are of less 
importance. A room *3* ) feet by 16, and 12 in 
height, is a good model. 

*2- A bed room should not have more than two 
adu’t occupants, nr three of any a#e. Tne prac- 
tice of crowding children into the same apartment 
with their parents, is objectionable on many ac 
counts— in none more so than that of health. In 
France, this principle is carrier! so far, that the 
husband and wife frequently occupy separate 
rooms: a refinement uf luxury to be admired rath- 
er than imitated . 

I 3. 'The vitiated air produced by rcspiiation, 

I like that from combustion, tends to sink. A bed, 
therefore, should be so high , as to raise the sleeper 
from 30 to 48 inches from the floor, and enaole his 
terper of those | un g* (0 receive their supply from a pure and 
healthy stratum of air. 

4. A bed room should face the south; by re- 
ceiving the rays of the sun during the day, it will 

be better dried and warmed in cold w eather than 
1 11 could he by fire ; while in summer it will have

'that quarter during the warm season, 
j 5. Ventilation is important. Fo» this reason 
there should be a chimney in the reom, and the 1 
air may he admitted from a door (not window) 
during the night. 

6 Fora person in robust health, a fire in his 
bed room is supeifluous. If employed at all, it 
hsould be made an hour before rising, and allowed 
to go o- t after drf ssing. Even this is entirely un* 
necessary where there is an adjoining room with a

volunteer. It is gratifying to mein 
kpmv that the countiy will have the ben- 
efit of bis talents am> experience, even 
though be declines the nominal command 
of Ihe. army, lie will be in Florida by 
the 25th inst. with the forces under his 
command. 1 shall march to morrow at 
the head of ihe Tennessee, ami a small 
number of Florida volunteers, and hope 
to meet the enemy before the first of 
October.

The Harvest. — Considerable appre- 
hensions are beginning to lie felt in Ire- 
land for the slate of the crops. Very 
gloomy acconn's have been received from 
the north and north west.

Captain Brown, of the brig Barbara, 
at New York from Malaga, has furnished 
the editor of tha Stpr wifli the following 
relation of facts attending t lie unjustifia- 
ble detention of an American seaman by 
the captain of an English man of war. 

While the brig John L. Hudgens, Cap- 
tain Turby, of Philadelphia, was lying in 
the port oi Malaga in September last, 
one of her crew deserted, and went on 
hoard the English man-of war hrig Jas- 
scur, Capt. Hacked, alsy lying at the 
s one port The man returning for his 
clothes was detained on board the brig 
from which he had de-erled bv the mate, 
the master being on share. 

A boat trom the Jussenr, with a mid 
shipman, was sent f r the man; hut the 
mate refused to give him up. Immedi- 
ately another boat with eight or ten men 
under charge of a Lieu enant was des- 
patched, when lie was seized hv force,, 
and together wi:h his c!o Ues taken on I 
board the English vessel. 

The mate entered a complaint to our 
Consul, George P. Birrell, Esq., who 
promptly scat him, with his Vice Consul, 
in charge of a note to the commanding 
officer, on hoard the man of War. No 
attention whatever was paid to either of 
iliese geutlemen-or the note, and although 
a request was made to see the First Lieu- 
tenant, who was below, he would not 
cmne *>n dec , and they were suffered to 
remain nearly half an hour, when they 
returned on shore. 

Thus the affair remained during the 
da v, and as the Jnsseur was on the point 
of sailing, another no e was sent to Cap- 
tain Hackett by the UnitedStates Consul, 
w hich was not answered; but Mr. Barrel 
was informed by the first Lieutenant that 
Captain llacke t was undecided obout 
giving op the man.
